to reteive in a ſelect party of Horſe; twen- 
ty men are to go to Jones his Chamber, and 
to ſecure him and the Ladies. All theſe 
are to have their ſeveral Leaders to each 
Party, of the moſt reſolute and ſtouteſt of 
ce Party; and each to ſtand to his Buſineſs. 
The Horſe are to be diſpoſed of as follow- 
eth: thicty over the Water, thirty againſt 
the Stable-yard-Gate, thirty without New- 
gate, twenty in Wine-Tavern-ſtreee: 
There muſt be attending upon the aſore- 
ſaid Foot eight Meſſengers, which muſt 
each couple be aſſigu d their party of Horſe 
to go to: and aſſobn as the Foot are ready 
for the attempt of the Caſtle, they imme - 
diately ſend to each party of Horſe one 
NMeſſenger; the ether four ſtay for further 
Orders. Kt the coming'of the fieſt Mei- 
n. ſengers,

ſengers, he that hath the charge of each 
party of Horſe ſends in four or ſive Horſe 
within each Gate, and immediately mounts 
his men, unto whom he gives, it they want, 
(which few, if any, will then) a Piſtol, 
with Ammunition. Then by that time the 
News comes that the Caſtle is taken(which 
the four Meſſengers left are to convey with 
all ſpeed to their ſcveral Charges) all 
the Horſe are matched into the Citie, with- 
out any ſtir or confuſion, and ſhut the gates 
after them , leaving without at each Gate 
two Scouts to checque the Alarm of any 
jealous head, and to give account how 
things are without. At Ormoud-Gate there 
muſt be left three or four men, to ſhut it; ſe- 
ven or eight at Pole - gate, and Nicholas. gate, 
to ſhut them; and ſo at each Gate: then 
each Party having their Ward aſſigned 
them, they ſcowre the Streets of the Citie, 
and diſperſe gatherings of the Souldiery, 
if any be endeavoured, and cry, A free 
Parliament, and an Engliſh Interefi. Aſſoon 
as ever the Citie is put into any Order, (for 
by that time it is ſuppoled that the Repu- 
tation of the Caſtle, and the undertaking 
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of the Engliſh Intereſt, will gain followers 
enough) they muſt iſſue into the Suburbs, 
and ſcowre thoſe Streets, being then aſſiſted 
by moſt of the Forces that attempted the 
Caſtle; and ſo proceed, and according as 
they finde opportunity, require men. There 
muſt be left about twenty men near the 
Main-Guard under the Tholſhal, to help 
the twenty Horſe in Wine-Tavern- ſtreet, 
to ſecure it; which Guard at that time a 
day are but a few.
